The younger Roosevelt told the 
senate war investigating commit- 
tee that Robert Lovett, then under- 
secretary of war for air, made the 
decision in 19-13 for him to come 
home on a trip culminated by his 
recommendation that the air forces 
buy Howard Hughes' F-ll photo- 
reconnaissance plane. 
Hughes' Contracts Probed. 
The committee is now Investi- 
gating some $40,000,000 In plane 
contracts given Hughes.

received testimony that John Mey- 
ers, Hughes' publicity man, spent 
more than $5,000 on entertainment
